I didn't rush into #3 cuz 
for the past year so much has gone on that I di 
dn't find enough time and I wasn't inspired to 
work on it. I had a lot of stuff that I was thi 
nking about but I didn't feel it was important 
enough that it should be put in a zine. 

Now I feel as though I have turned a*new le 
af and I have so much I was to write about. Esp 
ecially within these last few months, there is 
so much to discuss, to learn about, to experien 
ce. I have stopped being involved in petty frie 
ndships. I've started to read more. I've done s 
ome spring cleaning. I've gone to more activist 
functions, and along the way I have met some gr 
eat people. 

My passion is photography and I have starte 
d to work very hard at getting my photos seen a 
nd to keep improving my work. I've already gott 
en a great responce to the photos of Kipped To 
Shreds, Cold Sweat, and Spitting Teeth and I wo 
uld still like to qet more feedback so feel fre 
e to write to me. 

I wanted to get this done by November 30th 
but for printing reasons and hhe fact that the 
first layout was driving me crazy, this took ±o 
nger. I- cut out a lot of stuff about the war be 
cause I felt weird reprinting other people's wo 
rk . I care so much about our current war and I 
wish I had more space in here to write about it, 
For now let me say that altho this war looks li 
ke it's about to end, it won't. Even if the bom 
bing stops in Afghanistan, a new war on terrori 
sm will start up in other parts of the Middle E 
ast. Let us never forqet about those who have d 
ied already -on both sides of the sea. Let us e 
nd the suffering. Let us rebel for peace and ju 
stice. 
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We ended our relationship a month ago. The sev 
en months we shared were some of the best time 
s of my life and these weeks without him have 
been draining. It was my choice though. I put 
myself in this place. I want to be friends wit 
h him but it feels like everything he does irr. 
itates me. He never used to drive me so crazy 
and every time I snap at him now, I am suprise 
d at myself. In the time we were going out, I 
had lost all my friendships and for a while I 
blamed it all on him. I met people because of 
him. Before we dated I had never been to a cr 
ust or hardcore show and seeing a different s 
cene was exciting. I like the kids in the cru 
st and hardcore scenes but I wouldn't call th 
em my friends. I have never had a conversatio 
n with any of them and we have never hung out. 
Some day I hope to be friends with them but r 
ight now I have no clue about how I can. To t 
ell you the truth, I am terrified of talking 
to them. I'm scared of them thinking I'm dumb. 
I'm scared of saying something dumb. I'm scar 
ed that we will have nothing to say to eachoth 
er. If I went to shows without him, I doubt th 
at anyone would talk to me . I doubt I would tr 
y to talk to them. I feel as though our only c 
onnection is that we know my exboyfriend. Ever 
yone already knows eachother and I end up feel 
ing like the new girl at school every time I'm 
by myself at a show. I used to be cool going t 
o shows alone before we started dating. I was 
very independent. Now I'm nervous, scared, and 
on edge. I don't expect people to come up to m 
e, hut it would make me feel better to know th 
at they see me and want to know me. I get all 
cut up inside when I watch him talk to people. 
Sometime one of them will say hi to me and I b 
low it by being so shocked that I am in existe 
nee to them that I freeze up and smile, or jus 
t say nothing at all. I long for the day that 
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I have friends who I can go to a snow with a 
nd then hang out afterwords. I long for the 
day that I can come out of hiding behind my 
camera and feel confident about myself . 
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Let's build a movement where we, as a tightl 
y knit community of students can network in 
order to create a wide access of information. 
Let's be there for eachother; to defend each 
other. Let's build international links with e 
achobher. Together, we can learn from the pas 
t in order to challenge the system in the her 
e and now. We can pressure pro- war schools an 
d become a highly concentrated community of p 
eople that will talk to eachother and build g 
rassroots organizations with eachother. We ca 
n make the anti-war movement fun thru art, mu 
sic, community events, and parties because no 
body will do this for us and nobody can do it 
like us. Let's encourage a movement for the p 
eople where we are not generic and are not on 
the def ensive . "-A movement where we don't self 
-censor and we don't limit the people who cou 
Id be involved. Let's have a movement where w 
e don't lie. A movement where we don't ignore 
eachothers issues and are free of time constr 
aints and nationalism. Let's rid ourselves of 
pre-existing prejudices and racism and the "a 
s vs. them" mentality. Let's be creative, tho 
ught provoking, and brilliant. 
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Spitting Teeth, a local hardcore band opened 
for the latino-positive, queercore band, Lim 
pwrist on November 16th. ST's quitar player, 
Mike wore a Gang 13 t-shirt that had a gagged 
woman on the front and "Shut the fuck up, bit 
ch" written on the back. A lot of kids were o 
ffended and commented to their friends about 
it. With all the tension in the room, a membe 
r of the newly formed Womens Legal Action Coa 
lition, a group who were tabling that night, s 
tood in front of Mike and flicked him the bir 
d the whole set, and would tell him to go fuc 
k himself in between songs. After a few songs 
a girl in the pit hit the WLAC girl who was b 
acked by her whole chick posse. The girl who 
was hit got really pissed off by it and kids 
in the crowed had to break it apart. 

I had been thinking about that incident for a 
week or two afterwords and then I get an emai 
1 from the WLAC. Before the flicking off and 
the fighting, I had been interested in getti 
nq more info, on the group. I tried asking a 
member what their objectives were and how th 
ey intended to meet them, but I had been only 
given a list of things the group accepts and 
thinqs that they reject. I had given them my 
email address hoping for some better answers 
to my questions. By the end of the show, I h 
ad a neqative view of them in my mind and the 
email infuriated me 

It started out by saying, "On Thursday, Nove 
mber 15, the WLAC launched an attack against 
the silencing of women's voices within the h 
ardcore music scene." Women are not silenced 
in the hardcore scene, if they feel silenced 
it is probably because the girls either being 
observers or cufflinks. There aren't that man 
y girls in the scene in the first place. The 
ratio of girls to boys are really unequal but 



1 don't see how it's the <\ ays fault. If you go 
to a hipster show like the Murder City Devils, 
you'll see lots of girls in the audience. If yo. 
u go to a jock rock show like Champion, you'll 
see less girls, and at a metal, sludge, grind, 
or crust show, you'll probably see even less. Y 
ou can't force people to go to shows. It's nobo 
dy's fault that girls are a smaller percentile 
than guys. Maybe more girls dig less agressive 
music, maybe the hardcore scene doesn't interes 
t them, maybe they are intimidated or don't eve 
n know about it. Whatever the reason, I doubt i 
is that guys don't value women, because they do. 
The girls I see at shows are great friends with 
a lot of the guys. For the most part, everyone 
gets along just fine. Another thing to think ab 
out is, how many of the girls who do go to show 
s play in a band? How many of them do a zine? T 
ake photos? Roadie? Own a label? Support the sc 
ene in other ways? Not many, huh? Probably not. 
Let's say the 10, 20, 35 girls that make up the 
female part of the scene all do something, it m 
ight seem awesome but muddy compared the the ot 
her 500+ guys in the scene. The guys might not 
be silencing the girls, the girls are just outn 
umbered. No one's to blame, and it is still unc 
ool. Those 10+ girls should be noticed and appl 
auded for what they contribute -it's just hard 
to see them when they are mixed in with 400 guy 
s. But you are only silent if you allow yoursel 
f to be. If a girl is feeling like her voice is 
n't being heard, she should start up a band, cr 
eate a zine, volunteer at shows to get to know 
more people, or find some other outlet or way t 
o get out of the slump. Sometimes just being ne 
w to a scene can feel silencing. Making friends 
can obviously get a girl to have conversations 
with kids in the scene. While getting active, i 
t goes without saying that girls should be supp 
orting eachother. I think I see more girl-girl 
aggression than I see boy-girl aggression. That 
whole pitting girls against eachother thing has 
to stop. "Beckie writes a cool zine and got to 
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interview Toxic Narcotic. Fuck that bitch." How 
are qirls ever gonna feel accepted by the guys 
in the scene if we can't even support ourselves 
7 

The email went on to explain the incident at the 
show and explained why flicking Mike off was a p 
ositive response to the t- shirt. "In the eyes of 
the WLAC, a spirited and vulger expression of id 
eas was the appropriate response that evening. I 
f the fellow from Spitting Teeth actually desire 
d to talk about how his sexism affected those of 
us who were angry, he very well could have appr 
oached us for a discussion. Rather, he demanded 
that we come to him. Why should it be the respo 
nsibility of a target of oppression to approach 
an agent of oppression?" In a perfect work, peo 
pie would be able to realise what things they d 
o make people upset but in reality, nobody can 
read minds. It is equally demanding of the WLAC 
to think Hike should go up to them. In a sense, 
it isn't a responsibility for any one side to g 
o up to* the other and start a discussion. Both 
sides should be encouraged to do so. Either one 
can go up and start a dialog. But to assume tha 
t an agent of oppression is going to talk to th 
e target of oppression about what is bothering 
them is almost obserd. It would be cool if the 
agent could see their faults and try to change 
them, but it's so unlikely. It's like saying th 
at Nike should raise a discussion with their ex 
ploited workers. Likely to happen? No. The targ 
ets of oppression throughout history have alway 
s been the first to speak up. Unless someone te 
lis the agent that nobody is gonna take their s 
hit anymore, the agent is gonna keep on doing w 
hatever it is that they're doing. Look at the c 
ivil Rights movement. Would the Jim Crow laws h 
ave been abolished and the bills have been pass 
ed if the oppressed hadn't gotten into the stre 
ets and protested? No way. One can't wait for o 
thers to come to them. That person could be wai 
ting for years. This is what DIY culture, somet 



hing that hardcore and the greater punk comm 
unity supports, is all about. Do it yourselfl 

The goes on to say "We, the WLAC are tired of 
being responsible for suppressing our anger a 
nd being expected to conduct rational discus 
sions with those who oppress us. The notion t 
that dissent should always be polite and quie 
t, especially coming from women, only serves 
to provide the illusion of resolve and drain 
the passion that is necessary to a truly rev 
olutionary politic." Being rational doesn't • 
mean being quiet and submissive. Rational dia 
log applies to anyone, not just women. Have p 
assion and energy, but have intelligence and 
maturity, too. So if they really feel that gi 
rls shouldn't have to be rational, I am curio 
us as to why they support eachother with givi 
ng mike the finger, but they get upset when a 
girl hits them. So their so-called "revolutio 
nary politic" doesn't apply to them? In my e 
yes, flicking someone off can be an act of o 
ppression, just in a smaller form. Whether y 
ou're flicking someone off or exploiting a w 
orker, the message is still the samei You ar 
e weaker than I am and I will fuck with you . : 
The email states that they don't like the no 
tion that girls must be "polite and quiet" a 
nd all that sort of gendertyping , but what a 
bout the sexist gendertyping that says girls 
are allowed to hit, kick, and yell at a boy b 
ut a boy isn't allowed to hit back because hi 
tting a girl isn't okay? How is that not sexi 
st? If you scream in someone's face, most lik 
ely they won't listen to you. And if you hit 
someone, most likely they'll hit you right ba 
ck. If you are rational, and avoid raising yo 
ur voice, you have a better chance in resolvi 
ng an issue. It has nothing to do with gender 
it has to do with not feeling harassed. Being 
radical can mean being respectful. Screaming 
doesn't always get you what you want. 

I am a feminist but I will not support any fe 



minist or otherwise who think that girl oppre 
ssion qives females the right to be assholes 
and to get away with it. Girl oppression shou 
ldn't be pushed over onto boys. We should all 
strive for equality -not an eye for an eye. M 
ikes shirt was very sexist and uncool, but fl 
icking him off, telling him to go fuck himsel 
f , or keeping your mouth shut isn't okay eith 
er. in a scene that strives to be unified, we 
should stick together, educate eachother, and 
not allow ourselves to fall into traps (be it 
gender molding, oppression of any kind, pigeo 
nholing, etc.) We must create and keep an eny 
ironment where we can support eachother and l 
earn from our mistakes and preconceptions. 

Everyone thinks that if yr home- schooled ya n 
ever make any friends. Everyone is an idiot. 
The thing is, during 7th, Oth, and 9th grades 
I met my best/lifelong mates, Jenny, Six, and 
Sally. By like, 9 am I was already done with 
all my work so I had the whole day to veg and 
watch daytime TV. I not only learned history 
from my mum, how that if an eleven year old i 
s smoking pot and having eex , a makeover can 
help her out (hello, that's my acerbic wit, g 
uh) . 

I realized that trash TV would become a stapl 
e in my past home-schooled life, present high 
school life and to carry into my adult life. 

Daytime TV is divided into 2 partst Reruns a 
nd talk shows. The reruns are either cheesy s 
itcomes from the late 70' s, early 80' s (bosom 
buddies, three's company) or mid-80' s, early 
90' s (full house, just the ten of us). It's n 
ot like these shows were always induced seizu 
res or created trouble over shores, it's just 
that they were always sooo predictable and we 
11, lame. The good news is the shows are cane 
el led but the bad news is that they will fore 
ver live in syndication. 
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Talk, shows are much different; first you have 
ones with like, celebrities (rosie, regis, the 
view) plugging their "projects." Those aren t 
tooo bad but usually there is always the same 
washed up actors, some blond chick with fake t 
its and ways to use feng shui . 

But the best are the ones starring the whitest 
of white trash or the chicks with the biggest 
booties ever (ricki, jenny, jerry, montel is n 
eutral). Usually, the shows are about kids. Ei 
ther they are beating up eachother (or their m 
urns), being beaten up, or dressing weird, acco 
rding to their hick mum. The kids that are vio 
lent go to boot camp because that really works 
(acerbic, again). The ones that aren't are tol 
d by some chick in the audience that they are 
"all that" but then return to home to get call 
ed faggot, bitch, *what have ya . And the ones t 
hat dress weird look like a fucking idiot (aft 
er their makeover, that is) on national TV. Bu 
t this is where it stops. It is this kids choi 
ce to go. The asshole kid can just like, break 
a door, the make fun of one can like, cry and 
the goth kid can like, listen to Marilyn Manso 
n really loud and the parent will give in. Day 
time TV is shite. Some kid (like me) can be wa 
tching Mr. Wizard and getting smart but I eith 
er wanna see Stephanie Tanner (who is like a c 
oke head now) hide her pierced ears, or how $ 
inderella looks after the makeup is washed off 

Now please watch with caution in sike days. C 
heersl 

PS. ya might think im dumb as a box of rocks c 
os i watch TV all day but actually im in the 9 
1 percentile in the county and am going to lik 
e this muck mucky high school come fall, so sh 
ows what ya think I 
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I disagree with women who say that they don't 
feel supported in the punk scene. I've been g 
oing to shows now for many years and I have y 
et to feel like my views don't count because 
I'm a girl . 

It is true that there aren't nearly as many w 
omen in bands as there should be, but that ha 
s nothing to do with women not being accepted 
Women just don't participate in the scene as 
much as guys do, and girls are outnumbered. T 
he number of bands with women are not even ne 
ar the number there are of bands with mostly 
male members. I have never seen -a woman at a 
show do sound and I rarely see women help se 
tting up equipment. I have only heard of two 
women being roadies (one of them being Karoli 
ne Collins, also a photographer). Women in th 
e scene tend to get office jobs and rarely do 
technical work. By doing that, they are buyin 
q into the stereotype that women can't make v 
alid music and should stick to making phone c 
alls and balancing checkbooks. Girls shouldn* 
t feel like they should only support great mu 
sic and not make great music themselves, too. 
Some girls I know of take photos of bands (Ro 
bin I.aananen, Susie Josephson, Cynthia Connol 
ly), do interviews for (maga)zines (Kristine 
McKenna ) , do graphic art (Mackie Osbourne), a 
nd book shows (Kate Becker, Lori Lefavor) but 
christsakes, there has to be more! 

Come on, girls! I know you can do more than t 
hat. It's just not right to complain about no 
t being accepted when there isn't that much t 
o accept. You're not showing what you can do. 
Women say that they can do just as well as m 
en but i don't see many women punks actually 
schowing "what they can do in the scene. Lots 
of people love all-girl bands. If a band with 
girls in it is good, they are accepted. At La 
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dyfest Glasgow, everyone went nuts when LadylDi 
e, an- all-female hardcore band from Holland pi 
ayed. (Reckon, it was ladyfest...) When my exb 
oyfriend saw Melt-Banana play with the Melvi 
ns the audience was blown away. Harum-scarum g 
ot a good reception when they played in seattl 
e with Shitlist and Deathreat. The Gaia, an al 
1-female hardcore punk band from Japan got wri 
tten up in Aborted Society, a Seattle punk zin 
e, to rave reviews by a boy. Chupacabra , a cru 
sty political punk/metal band with dual female 
/male vocals, played last fall in Seattle and 
got people dancing and sold lots of merch. Sle 
ater-Kinney have a huge following (both-male a 
nd female) and so do/did Bratmobile, Bikini Ki 
11, Joan Jett, the Gits, L7 , Lois, Whorehouse 
of Representatives, Area 51, and Vice Squad. A 
lot of girls, though, don't get good at their 
instruments and just expect peopl e to think th 
ey're good just because they're female. Kathle 
en Hanna made a big point that Bikini Kill was 
n't about musicianship but just about women ge 
tting on stage and making noise. If women musi 
cians wan't people to like their music, they h 
ave to play good music and know their instrume 
nts. If a male band plays shitty music, nobody 
says "but they're guys so it's okay." 

Besides getting out and playing, women should 
put more effort into their music. If they want 
to be respected musicians they need to practic 
e not only with their bandmates but also by th 
emselves. Women musicians also need to show pr 
ogression and musical maturity. They need to k 
eep challenging themselves and their listeners 
. Bikini Kill was a message band but their mus 
ic never progressed. From their self- titled al 
bum to their final recordings, Bikini Kill sou 
nds the same. Kathleen Hanna has challenged he 
r listeners but her music is still very minima 
list and her vocals haven't improved. Sleater- 
Kinney hasn't challenged people's perceptions 
of female musicians. They haven't pushed any b 
oundaries musically or politically. Their song 
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s are about about feelings and not about th 
ings outside their world. Melt-Banana, howev 
er, with each album have consistently challe 
nged their listeners and progressed in their 
instruments. As a band, they have done away 
with pigeonholes and with each album have ad 
ded new elements to their sound. They starte 
d out as fast as fuck hardcore and now they'. 
re slowing down and adding different nuances 
to their songs while still creating vital mu 
sic and staying independent. Although their 
lyrics sound like random words and don't hav 
e any meaning, the lyrics are used to improv 
e the music and create interesting sounds. T 
hey are an anti-message band which leaves th 
em open to do what they want. 

Women in the scene can not only progress in m 
usic but are able to branch out and make a 1 
asting contribution. Women in the scene may 
think that they can only do one or two thing 
s but there are so many ways to remain activ 
e that quantity shouldn't be an issue. It's 
more than okay to be a Renaissance woman! Pu 
sh yourself! There are many examples of Rena 
issance women in punk. Exene Cervenka, since 
she's been in X, has performed across the wo 
rid as a spoken word artist, recorded albums 
for Kill Rock Stars, and is a spokeswoman fo 
r women in rock as well as being a godmother 
of early eighties punk. Michele from Whoreho 
use of Representatives sang with them for th 
e better part of a decade and after leaving 
began working at Profane Existence Records 
/zine in Minneapolis. She went from a DIY po 
litical hardcore band to a DIY political rec 
ord label and cooperative. Joan Jett went fr 
om playing in the Runaways which was a band 
that was put together by a manager to geing 
in charge of her own band, Joan Jett and the 
Blackhearts, to appearing in movies, and app 
earing on other bands records such as Bikini 
Kill's "Rebel Girl" single, and Evil Stig wi 



th the remaining members of the Gits after Mia 
died to raise money for Home Alive. Valerie Agn 
ew of 7 Year Bitch started Home Alive with many 
other women to raise money to further mvestiga 
te into the death of Mia Zapata of the Gits (w 
ho was raped and murdered coming home from a b 
ar in 1993) and to raise awareness on self-def 
ense issues by giving classes all over Washing 
ton state. Alison Wolfe from Dratmobile helped 
organize the first Ladyfest held in Olympia, W 
ashington. Hopefully from reading my little ra 
nt full of examples of awesome, active girls 1 
n the scene will realize that they are not onl 
y viewed equal to guys but are a valuable part 
of punk rock. Guys aren't going to make girls 
in the scene feel accepted until they have som 
thing to accept and enjoy. So with that said, 
all those creative girls in the scene (I know 
you're out there) go show the scene what you'r 
e made oft (edvtfd V?vj NfctO

t talking to my dog. Those people are why I pre 
fur to hangout with my dog. No piece of Oly hip 
ster trash" would ever get my time over Molly. 

Lately Molly is practically all that I think ab 
out. I just can't imagine what my life will be 
like once she's gone. There will by no more int 
errupted sleeps where I have to rescue her from 
her locking herself in my bathroom. She'll no 1 
onger be around to beg at my feet when I'm eati 
no. No more walks around town or car trips. No 
more stepping on her sgueaky toys in the middle 
of the night on the way to the bathroom. I won' 
t get to pick her up from the groomers and see 
her with cute little bows on 
her ears. No more Molly hogg 
ing all the bed at night. No 
more Molly to make a nest ou 
t of my dirty clothes on the 
floor. No more Molly to gree 
t me when I come home and to 
say goodbye when I leave for 
the day . 

I don't ever want to say goodbye to her. I am s 
cared that when she dies, she'll just be thrown 
in the trash at the vets or something. I have n 
o idea how vets or anyone else handles a dead a 
nimal. I want her to be buried in our yard faci 
ng the water. I want to be able to visit her st 
ill even when she's gone. 

Since I first learned about her sickness it has 
been hard for me to look at another dog. I get 
too jealous of the fact that other people will 
have their dogs to play with and my dog will so 
on be gone. She is 13 and that is a natural tim 
e for her to pass on but it's still so very har 

d. I'm losing my best frien 
d and all I can do is be th 
ere for her and love her.

I first met Lady! Die when they performed on 
the first day of Ladyfest Glasgow. The band 
had a great sound and were really powerful 
to see. After the set I quickly went over t 
o Hilde (bass, vox) and wanted to get to kn 
ow her and the rest of the band. Over the n 
ext few days I got to learn more about the 
3 awesome girls from the Netherlands. I've 
been listening to their 8-song CD "Time For 
Change" constantly since I've been back in 
the US. It's so great to hear 'an all-female 
crusty hardcore metal band. I emailed Hilde 
some questions I had and here's what I got: 

RAGG: In the Holland scene report in Maximu 
m Rock'n'Roll #222, your band was described 
more than once as a riot grrrl band. In man 
y cases I feel like people will describe an 
y girl band that looks like a bunch of riot 
grrls or has a singer with Kathleen Hanna- 
style vocals, as being a riot grrl band. Do 
you feel that "riot grrl" is an okay descri 
ption for your band? 

H: Musically we are not a riot grrl band. T 
he report in MRR also says that our music i 
s influenced by punk, hardcore, and metal a 
nd I think that alone is quite an okay desc 
ription of our music. Just because I (and t 
hat means me, the rest of the band is not i 
nvolved in this) make the riot grrl europe 
zine and own the riot grrl europe mailing 1 
ist and website, doesn't mean my whole band 
is about riot grrl too. For me, riot grrl i 
s more of a state of mind than a style of m 
usic. Maybe you can hear certain influences 
cause, yeah, I listen to Le Tigre and Sleat 
er-Kinney and Bratmobile and whatever more 
but I also listen to soulfly, system of a D 
own and Machine Head. People hear what they 
want to hear. 




fcAGG: So America is involved in this "New War." 
As a person living outside the USA, what is your 
take on the September 11th attacks and how Ameri 
ca is responding?

So even if they get Bin Laden, a new one wil 
1 stand up again, cause it wasn't Osama Bin Lade 
n in those airplanes himself, there were other p 
eople in there: angry, full of hatred and ready 
to die for their cause. I think that there are m 
any more. I don't buy this was as a battle bet we 
en ^ good (America) and bad (Taliban) but I look a 
t it as a war between two evils. 

RAGGi I've been apart of an activist group calle 
d the Nova Action Coalition and when trying to g 
et kids involved in the group, I get the feeling 
that they don't think their actions will help an 
ything. What is your take on protests, marches, 
boycotting, and other forms of activism? Do you 
think thev help?

Hi If you would stop doing these things, woul 
d that help instead? It's sad to see so many . 
kids walk away from their ideals just because 
the protests and marches don't give a concret 
e progress. I can understand why they feel li 
ke that, but if I would feel that way I would 
n't be (for example) a vegetarian anymore. I 
don't believe that I would make a world chang 
ing statement with that, I would just be maki 
ng a statement for myself. I am a part of tha 
t whole world, and the only thing I can truly 
change, the only thing where I can see concre 
te proaress is within myself. So I will keep 
on being a veggie, trying to be a positive ex 
ample without pointing my finger and make peo 

pie feel bad. 

About protests and marches, I think it is 
all about a good vibe, about being with like- 
minded people, about believing. I have spent 
many hours in front of McDonalds restaurants 
handing out flyers, talking to people. Most o 
f the time I was unsuccessful, but those few 
times I made people turn around with the deci 
sion to eat somewhere else instead meant ever 
y thing to me. Cause those people will spread 
the word to ther friends, and their friends t 
o their family and friends, and so on. You ca 
n only do your part, nothing more, and certai . 
nly nothing less. 

KAGG: In Holland, how are both the general pu 
blic and also the punks feeling about what ha 
ppened? 

I: Holland is quite an open-minded society (c 
ompared to most other countries, including Am 
erica) and most people here were against the 
attacks. 

RAGGt I've heard about many amazing peace mar 
ches, demonstrations, and rallies happening a 
round the world against the "new war." What h 
ave they been like where you live? 

Hi Everyone was shocked by the attacks in the 
first place. Hundreds of people brought flowe 



rs to the gates of the American Embassy, but wh 
on the attacks by America began, that -same gate 
was used for protests. Many people here don't a 
qree with the attacks. 

RAGG: I've been thinking about how the women ar 
e treated in Afghanistan. Western culture seems 
to think the treatment is awful because we view 
women as equal . Do you think women there agree 
with the way they are being treated because of 
religious reasons? Do you think it is fair for 
Western culture to fight against the current t 
reatment of women in Afghanistan? 

H: First of all, the Koran doesn't say that worn 
en have to be treated like thatl 

In the time of Prophet Mohammed, there were 
even less women's rights. The new rights he bro 
ught forward were revolutionary for that time. 
Mohammed and his beliefs weren't women unfriend 
ly at all. They were all about a better positio 
n for women, more rights for women. Back then, 
if he had stated full freedom for women, the pe 
ople probably would have executed him. 

It is true that America and the west tend t 
o shove their culture down the throats of other 
people and I guess there's a thin line between 
that and taking action when you believe that th 
e human rights are violated. What are human rig 
hts and does America follow them? In Holland, t 
he death penalty was banished years ago, in Ame 
rica hundreds of people are still waiting for t 
he death penalty. I say, send down a military f 
orce to that country of barbarians and install 
*real* democracy there. Okay, okay, I'm not bei 
ng entirely serious here, but you'll catch mv d 
rift. 

Back to Afghanistan, where the situation is 
completely different. Afghanistan used to be so 
mewhat more free than it- is now. 60% of all stu 
dents were made up of women, and women worked i 
n all kinds of professions. That changed ten ye 
ars ago. TEN YEARS AGO. If America would really 
be after a better position of the Afghani , they 



would have tried to hunt down the Taliban ye 
ars ago. This war is all about Bush being wo 
rried about losing his face. It's funny, cau 
se this habit is told to be typically Muslim 

RAGG: This summer you played at Lady f est Gla 
sgow and as an individual and as a band memb 
er, did the festival seem to be useful? How 
are festivals able to create change? 

H: These festivals are all about enjoying an 
d celebrating women art, not about creating 
a divided scene between men and women. I gue 
ss what we can do through these festivals is 
encourage women and girls to step up to the 
stage themselves and integrate into the boy 
scenes. It's all abou the unity in the end. 
Yes, the festival did seem to be useful, 
cause next year there will be a Ladyfest Lo 
ndon a Ladyfest France (probably Paris) and 
all those girls/girlbands out there will fi 
nally have a chance to be heard.

With all the foo 
d in our hands, we watched 
their van leave the parking 
lot. They waved goodbye and 
we got back into my car, an 
d were silent for the rest 
of the night, we slept in rc 
y car until the first ferry 
came in the morning and lau 
ghed about it with eachothe 
r on the way back to Seattl 
e .
